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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant respond the Final Office action with 
argument without amending the claims, which is acknowledged and entered. The arguments have been considered, but not found 
persuasive to overcome the rejection. For example, in 102 rejection, Applicant argues that the tissue samepls in Martensen's reference are 
all preselected because they are breast carcinoma, there is no disclosure of an active step of diagnosing cancer based on 50% increased 
in the exporession product (page 8). In response, step of "daignosing cancer" is NOT considered as an active step of instantly claimed 
method, it is a mental step. The claims recited comparing a level so VLDLR in the breast cancer tissues to the normal control. Matensen 
et al disclose the same method step of determining the levels of the same material, VLDLR, from the same population of the patients, 
breast cancer patients. In addition, the instant claim 74 recites an increase of at least 50% of the VLDLR mRNA relative to the levels of the 
normal control for diagnosing breast cancer. The reference teaches more than 50% or 100% increase of VLDLR in the breast cancer 
patients. Thus, Applicant's argument is not pursuasive and rejection is maintained currently.
